Cuban police, aided by 
soldiers, today solved the island 
republic’s latest abduction for 
ransom and thereby kept a per­ 
fect record intact. 
A force of 300 police and soldiers 
surrounded a gangster hide-out on a 
wooded farm near G uanajay, 30 
miles west of 
Havana, 
trapping 
nearly a dozen suspects inside. 
As the suspects were held a t bay 
at the point of rifles and with a r­ 
m ored cars cruising nearby roads, 
officials answ ering a tip w ent to a 
neighboring farm house and located 
Paulino Gorostiza, Jr., kidnaped son 
of a wealthy Spanish m anufacturer, 
alive and well. 
He had been abducted Saturday 
night and held for $50,000 ransom . 
Police located him on a tip given 
by one of seven m en arrested d u r­ 
ing a night of intense activity near 
G uanajay. 
The gun battle occurred, accord­ 
ing to police chief Pedraza, when 
three m en he term ed kidnapers were 
surprised by soldiers in the vicinity 
of the hide-out.

diers returned it, killing the trio,

Old Planes Replaced

here, the drive to reconstitute the 
air force began last spring. 
Prac- 
rally all the ageing and obsolete 
planes which Italy then possessed 
have been replaced by the m ast 
m odern machines. 
To date th< factories have p rin ­ 
cipally concentrated on construction j books 
of pursuit and fast bombing planes, 
b ut they are now devoting more 
tim e to building observation types. 
Foreign expert opinion estim ates 
th a t the new Italian air force is 
capable of stacking up favorably 
against any in Europe.
